burning. 
Ironically all 14 men aboard the

Narva was speeding to its rescue. 
The dramatic battle against the 
se: took place in the North Sea 
midway between Aberdeen, Scot­ 
land, and the southern tip of Nor­ 
way, 
The Bosworth had radioed an 
SOS that it was listing dangerous­ 
ly. 
The 1.991-ton Scott ish-owned 
Narva heeded the call of distress, 
shouldering through the gigantic 
waves in its 60 mile rescue mis 
sion. 
Later the Bosworth reported

though it was abandoned. 
The Bosworth, with a hole in its 
stern, was being towed to Aber­ 
deen by the British trawler Fara­ 
day.

The 6,670-ton Norwegian liner 
Beda arrived on the scene in time 
for passengers and crew to watch 
the Narva’s death throes from 500 
yards away.

It was the council’s first meet­ 
ing since the President returned 
from the NATO “summit” confer­ 
ence in Paris.

Before opening the council meet­

James C. Hagerty said the Presi­ 
dent and Dulles discussed plans 
fo. their broadcast tonight. 
Hagerty said he believed the re­ 
port 
would be ‘informal,” with 
both men speaking only from notes. 
In his radio-TV talk, the Presi­ 
dent is expected to stand firmly 
behind proposals by the NATO con­ 
ference for disarmament talks with 
Russia either in a special 25-nation 
United Nations committee or a for­ 
eign ministers conference. 
By implication, at least, he is 
expected to reject Russia’s week 
end proposals of summit, U N. and 
world conference on disarmament 
and the cold war. 
Russia apparently has rejected 
either possibility. 
But high U. S. 
officals believe the Soviet Union 
has left the door open to possible 
eventual participation in the 125- 
nation U. N. disarmament talks.

Keenan’s statem ent bristled with 
anger against his form er close po 
litical associate 
He said he bit­ 
terly resented Adamowski’s state 
m ent “ on the eve of my trial” when 
the state’s attorney and Gov. S trat­ 
ton announced Oct. 29 that Keenan 
would not be reslated for office, 
Keenan was convicted Saturday 
by a Federal Court jury in Dan­ 
ville on five counts of income tax 
evasion. 
The jury also found his 
brothers, Mark and Jam es, and 
K een an ’s Champlin-Shealy 
Print 
m g Co. guilty of evading about 
$200,000 in taxes during 1950-1952. 
Keenan, who is free on $10,000 
bond, said his attorneys would file 
motion for a new trial, and if that 
is denied will appeal the convic 
lion to the United States Court of 
Appeals.
